Adlai Stevenson’s articles writ- 
ten out of his extensive travel in 
Soviet Russia have again served 

to remind us that 
here is one of our 
best intelligences 


and one of our! = 


most able citi- 
zens. 
Itcannot be 
said that what 
Stevenson saw 
and reported s0 
lucidly and com- 
prehensively was 
comforting. It is not. It revealed 
the truth of Russia’s vast ad- 
vances in industry and science. 
The great dams and the huge, 
sprawling factories are by no 
means all the story. The basis 
of any industrial system is ma- 
chine tools and the ability to en- 
vision and create them. This the 
Soviets have done. Most of the 
machines Stevenson saw were 
Russian-made. They were new 
and they were of imaginative Rus- 
sian design and production. 


At one large plant, equipped 
with such machines, a somewhat 
churlish manager said to Steven- 
son, ““You would not sell us yours, 
s0 we made our own.” 


The British argument in the old 
days of trade was to sell ma- 
chines and tools to every avail- 
able customer. Their argument 
ran that to do so established a 
market and at the same time 
dulled initiative in setting up com- 
petitive enterprise in those fields. 
In other wofds, if the three most 
advanced industrial nations had 
sold the Russians all the tools 
and machines they needed, would 
they now be as advanced in de- 
sign and inventive techniques? 


No Sure Answer 


There is no sure answer. The 
argument is somewhat akin to that 
which asks “‘Which came first, the 
chicken or the egg?”’ It is very 
likely the Soviets would have been 
as far along. The intense, almost 
compulsive pressure for industrial 
progress in a nation which has 
never known it is not easy for a 
person to comprehend who has 
lived his life in the midst of an 
industrialized society. 


Adlai Stevenson reported that 
even in the remote plains of Si- 
beria where millions of acres have 
been put to the plow and to new 
factories there were the signs 
“Overtake America.” 


Farmers and industrial work- 
ers all are being urged on by 
slogans and incentives. Steven- 
son noted a plant manager who 
told him, with great satisfaction, 
“Profit is the incentive of pro- 
duction. I make a great deal of 
money.”

Caril Ann Fugate Sentenced 
A Weeping

LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI)—Fifteen- 
year-old Caril Ann Fugate wept 


bitterly Friday as a jury found 


her guilty of murder and ordered 
that she spend the rest of her 
life in prison. 


“Why didn’t they sentence me 
to the electric chair if they 
thought I was guilty?” she cried. 
“They couldn’t give. me the chair 
because they knew I wasn’t 
guilty”. 

Her sobs were the only other 
sound in the courtroom as a clerk 
read the verdict reached by the 
seven-man, five-woman jury after 
9% hours of deliberation. 


MURDER SPREE 


The verdict meant the furors 
believed Caril was the willing as- 
sistant — instead of the hostage 
she contended she was of 
Charles Starkweather, 19, during 
his murder rampage last winter. 

Starkweather is under sentence 
to die in the electric chair unless 
a pending appeal is granted. 


Both were convicted specifical- 
ly for their parts — Starkweath- 
er as the trigger man and Caril 
as his aide — in the Jan. 27 mur- 
der of Robert Jensen, 17, one of 
the 11 persons whom Starkweath- 
er has admitted killing. 


PAROLE POSSIBLE 


The jury’s order of a life sen- 
tence, under which Caril could be- 
come eligible for a parole after 
10 years, is binding on the court. 
Formal sentence probably will be 
passed within 10 days. 


Caril was closeted for almost 
30 minutes with her grief-stricken 
family before she was led, ashen 
faced, to the sheriff's. car to be 
returned to the Lincoln State 
Hospital where she will be held 
in custody until further legal 
steps are completed. 


Chief defense lawyer John Mc-

AUGUSTA—The United States, 
in close cooperation with its West- 
ern allies, is determined to main- 
tain the integrity of West Berlin, 
the White House declared here 
Friday. 


“Our first intentions in West 
Berlin remain unchanged,”’ in the 
face of Communist threats, said 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty, who told newsmen he was 
“speaking for the U.S. govern- 
ment.” 


Obviously, Hagerty was speak- 
ing under direct instructions from 
President Eisenhower, who began 
a 10-day Thanksgiving vacation 
here Thursday. 


CLOSE TOUCH 


Although Hagerty said he could 


not speak for the other Western 
powers, he repeatedly empha- 
sized that the President and the 
U. S. government are keeping in 
close touch with British and 
French leaders on the tense Ber- 
lin situation. 


“This, as you realize, is not a 
unilateral problem with us alone,”’ 
the press secretary said. “It is a 
problem that concerns our two 
allies as well. 


“And I can say, speaking for 
the U.S. government, pointing out 
that this is also a situation where 
our allies are being closely con- 
sulted, that our firm intentions 
in West Berlin remain un- 
changed.” 


FIRM INTENTIONS 


Hagerty refused to spell out 
those intentions. But when he 
was asked if it meant that the 
Western allies intend to stay in 
West Berlin, he said: 


“If you ask me what our ‘firm 
intentions’ mean, I can say that 
those firm intentions remain to 
maintain the integrity of West 
Berlin.”

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Urban Renewal Is 


Getting Off Ground 


After a number of roadblocks and de- 
lays, Atlanta’s urban renewal plans for 
three major projects will be submitted by 
the Dec. 15 deadline for the federal gov- 
ernment’s final approval. 

This, together with approval by the 
Board of Aldermen for making applica- 
tion for 1,000 public housing units in 
connection with the program, should mean 
an early start in getting the projects Un- 
der way. 

Thus belatedly Atlanta is beginning 
to take the steps necessary to its own fu- 
ture health and to prevent complete de- 
cay of much of the downtown area. It is 
only a beginning and it comes not a 
moment too soon. 

Recently Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator Albert M. Cole, looking at the 
over-all national picture, declared: “Any 
city that does not set in motion by 1960 
a comprehensive program to halt blight 
will be flirting with municipal ruin by 
1965.” 

Surveying the national picture on the 
basis of spreading slum areas, it is esti- 
mated that if present trends are not 
checked, 30 million Americans will be 
living in slums by 1975. Further neg- 
lect will cost the American veople bil- 
lions of dollars. Everybody will pay this 
cost and the longer it is postponed the 
greater it will be. 

Today 276 cities in all parts of the 
country have renewal projects under 
way under the federal-aid program. But 
961 more—and this includes Atlanta— 
remain in the planning stage. 

Urban renewal involves more than 
just clearing slums. It includes edequate 
relocation of displaced families, rehabili- 
tation of property which can be salvaged, 
conservation of sound areas as will be 
accomplished by strict enforcement of 
building codes, coordination of street and 
highway construction, revitalization of 
the central business district, and modern- 
ization of industrial areas. 

Atlanta has all these problems. It 
should adopt a long-range plan for their, 
solution, looking to the day when slums 
will be nonexistent. If carried out, such 
a plan probably would be cheap at half 
the price. It’s either urban renewal or 
urban ruin.

Mr. Cook’s Reluctance 


Is Quite in Character 


Is the attorney general of the State 
of Georgia merely an appendage and tool 
of the governor’s office or is he supposed 
to represent the interests of all citizens 
and taxpayers? 

This question is brought to the fore 
again by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s re- 
fusal to rule Friday on whether the 
state’s recent purchase of docks prop- 
erty at Savannah has been made invalid 
by the governor’s granting of $150,000 
for expenses at the docks. The request 
was made by State Auditor Thrasher, 
member of the State Property Acquisi- 
tion Committee and whose job as audi- 
tor requires him to be concerned about 
such things. 

The grant of $150,000 was made 
few days ago by Gov. Griffin out of 
state surplus funds. Mr. Thrasher said 
he understood the purchase was con- 
tingent upen no state funds being used. 
He asked Cook for an opinion about le- 
gality of the action. This is refused in a 
maze of legal mumbo jumbo. In effect, he 
says he can render an opinion only if 
requested to do so by the governor. 

Once again we ask a question in 
which all Georgians have a stake. Who 
is supposed to protect the interests of 
citizens in matters affecting state gov- 
ernment? When state officials thumb 
their noses at the rules, set up their own 
laws and operate outside established 
regulations, who. can prevent it? 

The law clearly sets out Mr. Cook’s 
powers in this connection. He is charged 
with responsibility of protecting the peo- 
ple’s interests not that of the politicians. 
Why, then, doesn’t he perform his du- 
ties? 

As a man ‘who has felt quite free to 
express legal opinions on any and all 
matters, his reasons for refusing to do so 
in the Savannah ports matter are flimsy 
indeed.

Why Make Such Plans 
If Schools Will Close? 


Under present state laws Georgia will 
be out of the public school business some 
time after 1960. 

That, in effect, is what State School 
Board Chairman George P. Whitman Jr. 


told the Butts County Parent-Teacher 
Assn. Thursday night. Without amend- 
ments to the state constitution which 


would permit local option or some other 
solution, present constitutional provisions 
automatically would cut off funds to any 


school if and when integration is or- 
dered. 
Mr. Whitman said frankly that if 


funds were cut off from one county it 
would mean cutting off funds from all of 
them in a short time. Under the laws 
of the state, all schools inevitably would 
be involved—not just Atlanta, or Sa- 
vannah, or Macon or Valdosta. 

Friday Mr. Whitman said the 1959 
Legislature will be asked to finance the 
beginning of a new building program and 
a television network to put TV instruc- 
tion into every classroom in Georgia. 
This would require 10 million dollars of 
initial outlay, he declared. 

There’s a bit of-irony in the above 
statements made on successive days. Why 
in the name of Pete should w2 be plan- 
ning to spend more money for buildings 
and for a television network for class- 
rooms if there are to be none? If, as Mr. 
Whitman says, Georgia ‘is going out of the 


public school business, why make any 
plans? 
Meanwhile, Atlanta, which is the 


lergest source of funds for operating state 
schools and which pays about two-thirds 
of its total school costs with local funds, 
is the tsarnelieha target. Atlanta has much 
to lose but so has the state if it loses 
school revenue which now comes from 
the area. 

All this points up the all-important 
fact that some way must be found to save 
the public school system.

Skywa y Takes 
Historic Route 


Column written at 9,000 feet: 
What a privilege to see Georgia 
from the air. Southeast to Jack- 
sonville above 
flatlands, the 
piney woods and 
the swamps. 
Southwest to Col- 
umbus, across 
the Pine Moun- 
tain range, then 
a cutback to Al- 
bany above the 
cotton patches, 
the peanut fields 
and the pecan 
groves laid out 
in Chinese checker squares. 
Northeast toward Greenville, S.C. 
The foothills are below, the broil- 
er houses and the “Y” of rivers, 
where the Tugalo tumbles down 
from Rabun Bald to join a Caro- 
lina stream and go seaward as 
the Savannah. 

And now in midweek en route to 
St. Louis, a Convair window view 
of northwest Georgia. 

The skyway takes the Cam- 
paign route. Up the four-lane 
highway to Marietta. There is 
Blackjack Mtn. on the right and 
opposite are the triple heights of 
Kennesaw — Big Kennesaw, up 
which the park road loops, to 
end like a reversed question 
mark at,the parking space near 
the peak—the road is free now, 
no longer toll—then Little Ken- 
nesaw, longer, lower, not so 
steep, from which Confederate 
cannon bore (smooth bore) down 
on Federals at the base. 

From the air one sees the 
devious shoreline of Allatoona 
Lake, the wilderness expanse of 
the Allatoona Mountains. No won- 
der Sherman swung west across 
the Etowah by Euharlee to Dal- 
las. He knew better than to try 
to drive a respectable enemy 
from those Allatoona Hills. 

*‘Mountaigous’’* to the right, 
too, in the triangle between Cal- 
houn, Cartersville and Canton. 
And new hard-top east-west roads 
crossing the ridges.

Pastor Reminded 
Of Church's Roots 


A long-time friend has been called as pastor 
to a new parish. He writes asking that I may 
remember: him as he enters this challenging 
endeavor. As I pray that God may bring to 
new field of service, I have written a letter to this younger man 


the service of the. Lord than I. 

In it I recall those spiritual 
fundamentals which must under- 
gird the work of all men who 
through their various religious 
affiliations seek to do the Lord’s 
chores. I want to share with you 
what I have written to him. 

The first foundation stone upon 
which church work is built is the 
affirmation that the fellowship of 
believers is “holy.” The Greek 
word for church is “ecclesia,” 
which means “to come out.’”’ The 


‘church is a separated community 


which has a hallowed purpose. 
The word holy, according to my 
dictionary, means ‘“‘sound, whole, 
and happy.” That church is 
sound, whole and happy which 
recognizes that it has been estab- 
lished by Christ who ‘‘also loved 
the church and gave himself for 
it.” It is the presence of the 
living Christ in our midst which 
makes our fellowship a holy com- 
munion. 

The second foundation stone is 
our affirmation that the church 
is “catholic.”” The Scotch Con- 
fession of Faith, formulated in 
1560, says in reference to the 
Holy Catholic Church: ‘which 
kirk is catholic, that is universal, 
because it contains the elect of all 
ages, all realms, all nations, all 
tongues . . . who have communion 
with God the Father and with 
His Son, Jesus Christ.”

continually that they are one in 
Christ. Individual Christians re- 
flect the heritage and traditions 
of individual denominations. The 
denominations are not identical 
in method and doctrine. We are 
justly proud of the groups with 
which we are affiliated. Yet we 
must not forget that greater than 
our differences. are our common 
loyalty and obedience to Christ. 
The third foundation stone is 
our profession that the church 
is “apostolic.” In ways mysteri- 
ous and marvelous our churches 
are related to that informal group 
of Christ’s followers who found 
strength in their unity as they 
worshiped in the Upper Room in 
Jerusalem. From that day to our 
own times there has been a 
faithful chain binding saints and 
apostles to men of our generation. 
To remind my friend, as he 
begins his new pastorate, of these 
truths is to underscore the as- 
pects of the Church which ought 
always to sober and challenge 
us. The early Christians were 
those who “upset the world.” 
They up-ended old values and 
calculations and built into the 
consciences of men of good will 
God-enriched standards and 
principles. But those Christians 
made no bold claims for them- 
selves. They reflected the faith of 
St. Paul who said “not I, but 
Christ who liveth in me.” 


Sen. Gore Offers 
Geneva ‘Way Out’ 


WASHINGTON—The Geneva conference to 
seek an end to the testing of nuclear weapons 
is going badly. We need to get clearly fixed in 
mind what we will be up against if we are not going to 


be trapped 


into an unworkable agreement. What is evident by now is that the 
Soviets are turning their backs on the methods of detection which 
their own atomic experts agreed were necessary in order to police 


any agreement to stop tests. 

Instead, the Soviets want the 
United States to write its name 
on a piece of paper saying that 
all tests will be stopped ‘‘forever’’ 
—this on the Soviet promise that 
the complex methods of control 
and inspection will somehow be 
worked out later. 

Where does this leave us? It 
leaves us, I think, with two al- 
ternative consequences in the 
making—both equally bad. 

We need to realize the Soviets 
have one powerful weapon with 
which to coerce the United States 
into a treaty not to our liking. 
That weapon is the mounting, 
nearly universal fear of the con- 
tamination of the air by radioac- 
tive fallout. This fearful state of 
mind almost certainly will hold 
the United States to blame for 
not accepting Moscow's proposal 
to stop-testing-and-worry-about-vi- 
olations-later. I doubt that the 
U.S. can long resist such pressure 
the way things now stand. 

The question is: Can we do any- 
thing about the way things now 
stand? 

Quite possibly. At the initiative 
of Sen. Albert Gore of Tennessee. 
a veteran member of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy who has just re- 
turned from Geneva, President 
Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
are considering a new approach 
to the problem of ending nuclear-

4. No international methods of 
inspection would be needed to de- 
tect any important nuclear explo- 
sions in the atmosphere. 

This new approach would end 
at once atmospheric tests without 
any new international system of 
inspection because present na- 
tional methods of detection are 
already adequate. 

It would allow underground test- 
ing to continue until the Soviets 
are prepared to accept genuine 
safeguards against violation.

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Sugar Bowl Rehearsal 


NEW ORLEANS—An ebullient celebrant weaved 
out of a French Quarter refreshment stand Friday aft- 
ernoon, stared in amazement at the noisy throng, sud- 
denly smiled and shouted: “Happy New Year. I'll 
betcha LSU wins the Sugar Bow! game.” 


It wasn’t New Year's Eve, of course; it just looked that way. 
And the Sugar Bowl game wasn’t on tap Saturday, of course; it 
was merely a dress rehearsal for LSU against Tulane. The bowl 
committeemen still haven't selected a 
New Year’s playmate for the Bengals. 


Gay old New Orleans had on its 
holiday cap for the greatest regular- 
season ball of ‘em all on the Bayou. 
More folks (84,000) have purchased 
tickets to see underdog Tulane take a 
swat at LSU’s greatest team than for 
any other game in history down South. 
And it’s doubtful whether the Sugar 
Bowl game itself will generate as much 
interest. 

Coach Paul Dietzel’s undefeated 
Bengals are laving everything on the 
line in the wind-up game against their 
ancient enemies. They're the nation’s 
No. 1 team, LSU’s first unbeaten team 
in half a century, the institution’s 
leading candidate for an SEC crown 
since 1936, and a cinch for a Sugar 
Bow! bid, win, lose or draw.

The White team, featuring All-America candidates Billy Can- 
non and Max Fugler: the Go team and the famous Chinese 
Bandits: Add 'em all up and you have the most glamorous team 
in college football. And Tulane’s ever-faithful zealots insist that 
the Bengals will need all three teams to avert an upset Saturday. 


Tulane coach Andy Pilney, perhaps the calmest man in this 
zany playground, served as a spokesman for the wave of 
Greenie boosters. ‘“‘We have a chance, a geod chance,”’ Pilney 
said at a press party Friday night. “It’s going to take a superb 
effort but I think our boys can do it.” 


And the Greenies have won before when the odds (14 points) 
were stacked higher against them. For example, there was the 
rainy night in Jackson when the Wave punctured the Ole Miss 
balloon. And a Navy man named Eddie Erdelatz can tell you about 
the Tulane “‘spoilers.”’ 


There was no need, however, to warn Paul Dietzel. He’s warned 
his unbeaten Bengals time and time again that overconfidence 
might prove to be just the hypo Tulane needs to spoil it all. 
Dietzel is positive that he has the best team, but in this funny 
game of football, the best team doesn’t always win. 


—The Bengals Clear Final Hurdle 


But I think the best team will win Saturday; that LSU will 
vault into the Sugar Bow! assignment with a perfect record. Tulane 
hasn’t upended the Bengals in nine years, not since they humiliated 
the men from the Bayou, 46-0, in 1948. LSU got even the very next 
year by belting Eddie Price and a highly favored Green Wave 
right out of the Sugar Bowl bid by a 21-0 margin. 


Pilney is among the shrewdest coaches in the game, and he'll 
have the Greenies primed for a super effort. But LSU will stand 
on its defense. Only Duke, butchered, 50-18, has scored more than 
one on this battling band of Tigers. 


Richie Petitbon, an all-SEC quarterback nominee, is_ the 
big gun for the Wave, and he'll be firing the upset gun. But 
Tulane doesn’t have a Cannon, and LSU has many guns. It’s 
likely to be a game that 84,000 fans will remember, a game 
that LSU fs apt toe win by a margin of about 21-7. 


Back on the home front, Georgia Tech has a holiday, and 
Georgia should have an easy day against The Citadel. But there's 
no assurance that the erratic Bulldogs will poleaxe the Bulldogs 
from South Carolina. 


Off its best performance, Georgia figures to win in a waltz. 
On an off day, Georgia might lose. 


The Bulldogs have been “up” against Kentucky, Alabama, 
Florida and Auburn, and they’re bound to be down mentally. They 
are certain to be looking ahead to Tech, no matter how often 
coaches remind ’em of the business at hand. 


Until last Saturday, Citadel loomed as a much needed 
‘‘breather.”” But Citadel caused concern in Athens by knocking 
VMI off a 19-game winning pedestal. The triumph over VMI 
and verdicts over Memphis State and Furman are the impres- 
sive marks on the Citadel record. Newberry, Davidson, Wofford 
and Richmond put blots on the chart. As Frank Howard is fond 
of saying: ‘Their record shore don’t frighten you.” 


Georgia should get its offensive machifie wheeling in this one 
and roll up its brightest point total of the season. Aware that Geor- 
gia is an unpredictable football team, here’s a 28-0 prediction in 
favor of the Bulldogs from Georgia. 


—An Upset Ballot for Florida State 


What promises to be the best game of the day will take place 
in Gainesville, Fla. A lot more is at stake than the championship 
of Florida in this affair. It’s the game Tom Nugent has campaigned 
for. talked about and waited for since he opened his coaching office 
in Tallahassee. 


A triumph over the Gators would serve as a springboard into 
the Gator Bowl game. It would plant the final stamp of “‘big time” 
on FSU. Nugent’s Cinderella men have already shocked the South 
by beating Tennessee and Miami en route to a 7-2 record. But, as 
Nugent says, this one is worth more than all the rest. 


FSU has a colorful team, featuring the “I’’ formation and a 
deadly passing game. Vic Prinzi is a fine pitcher, and Tony Romeo, 
Bobby Renn and Jack Espenship are some of the top flight catch- 
ers. In the last four outings against VPI, Tennessee, Tampa and 
Miami. FSU has surrendered a mere six points. But FSU hasn't 
tangled with a foe as tough as Florida. 


“Gator Bait in 58” has been the chant in Gainesville 
since this match was hoisted upon the Gators. Maybe so. Flor- 
ida is a proven hard-nosed outfit; a team which fought LSU 
off its No. 1 feet before bowing, 10-7; a team which outplayed 
Auburn and lost, 10-7. But Florida has scored only once in five 
of eight games. Stepping out on a limb I’m assuming that 
they’ll score only once Saturday. Here’s a 10-7 upset nod in 
FSU’s direction. 


Down on. the Plain, the unbeaten Auburn powerhouse wades 
into Wake Forest in the final home game for 11 seniors who have 
never played in a losing game before the home folks. The Plains- 
men haven’t lost anywhere in 22 games, and the Deacons aren't 
apt to divert them from their winning ways. Wake Forest has a 
terrific pitcher named Norman Snead. But Auburn is terrific in 
every department. The Plainsmen should romp handily, say by a 
score of 28-0.

WAS REVERSED 


Judge Long ruled in favor of the 
unions in an earlier hearing but 
he was reversed by the Georgia 
Supreme Court. Long said Friday 
he was following that ruling in de- 
ciding the case. 


In overturning Long’s first rul- 
ing, the state Supreme Court 
pointed out that the U.S. Supreme 
Court has upheld the closed shop. 
But the state Supreme Court cited 
a federal court ruling that an 
employe cannot be required to 
join a union if exaction of duties 
is used as a cover or enforcing 
ideological conformity or other 
action in contravention of the first 
or fifth amendments.
